THE KING IN INDIA. 


To say that the “ tremendous 
administrative changes in Indi 
have been received with acclaim is 
but to state a plein fact; and 
traly, it was a great occasion 
greatly used. The importance and 
beneficence of the changes are in 
fall keeping with the auspicious oc- 
casion, when all the best and noblest 
in the land were assembled to do 
homage to their Sovereign. In 
the land of gorgeous colour and 
pageantry it is safe to say that the 
spectacular grandear of the Delbi 
Darbar is without parallel ; and in 
the annals of history, ancient or 
modern, there has been no equal to 
the spectacle that was presented 
three days ago. The presence of 
the Sovereign in a land which has 
‘has not seen one in person for over 
two hundred years naturally 
evoked unbounded enthusiasm ; 
rich and poor, peasant and prince, 
have vied with each other to pay 
their homage of loyalty, respect 
and love to their Emperor and 
Empress. It was an act of gra- 
cious condescension and considera- 
tion on the part of their Majesties 
to undergo the hardships of a long 
sea voyage in order to be present 
among their Indian subjects and 
without doubt the action touched the 
chord of loyalty and love of the 
Indian people. But his Majesty 
came with something more. He 
came armed with Lrirappes rook of 
that sympathy which, as he said 
five years ago, if infused into the 
administration of India, would be 
responded to by the Indian people 
tenfold. There is no keener ob- 
server of his people than his 
Majesty. It is an open secret that 
the changes that have taken place 
in India during the past few years 
owe not a little to his sympathy 
and solicitude for that country. 
And the same sympathy permeates 
the concessions that have been 
granted to his Indian subjects 
on this famons occasion. Is 
it any wonder that this feeling 
has been responded to, even as the 
King-Emperor traly foretold ? 

The changes proclaimed on 
‘Tuesday by command of the Em- 
peror have well been described as 
“startling and tremendous” and, 
as Lord Curzon said, “an abrapt 





































departure from the accepted policy.” 
For that reason alone it is too early 
as yet to attempt to form any 
accarate opinion of them. But 
two things may be said. In the 
first place, to-day’s telegrams show 
that the changes are no mere pieco 
of sudden sentimentalism, but the 
outcome of long aod careful de- 
liberation. Secondly, that the 
would seem to be in’ keeping wi 
the spirit of the times, and as such, 
looking to broad issues and ultimate 
resalta, we believe that they should 
be beneficial to the relations of India 
to the Throne and the British 
Empire. Six years ago, menacing 
clouds gathered on the Indian hor 
zon, and the country was permeat- 
ed with irit of unrest. Thanks 
to the firm yet carefal and 
thetic handling of the situation 
y Lord Morley and Lord Minto, 
the position has been to some 
extent clarified; and instead of 
coming to a land seething with 
unrest, their Majesties have assured- 
ly been received with unbounded 
loyalty and enthusiasm. Much as 
wo may sympathize with Lord 
Curton on the reversal of his great! 
policy, it cannot be concealed that 
to the ill-fated measure of the 
partition of Bengal must be at- 
tributed not a little of the unrest 
and tension that has prevailed in 
India. A measure undertaken 
purely for administrative purposes, 
it met none the less with uncom- 
promising opposition from the 
people of Bengal. Impartial 
opinion was freely divided as to 
the beneficence or otherwise of the 
rearrangement in which Lord 
Curzon so deeply believed, but 
there was no disputing the fact that 
it was obnoxious to the Bengalis. 
Nothing is to be gained by re- 
opening the chapter of miseries and 
anxiety that ensued upon the pass- 
ing and carrying out of this Inck- 
less measure. But assuredly their 
jesties could not not have con- 
ceived of a happier boon than the 
revocation of the partition, and no 
better occasion could have been 
chosen for the announcement of this 
decision. we bave said, in 
looking to ultimate results, it 
may well be believed that the 
best administrative arrangement, 
acquiesced in by all who 
have bad experience of India, 
is the proposed arrangement with 
Bengal under a Governor, Beba: 
Chota Nagpur and Orissa under a. 
Lieutenant-Governor, and Assam 
under a Commissioner, as the 
position was before the partition of 
Bengal. The exigencies of Indian 
finance wonld not allow of a sub- 
stantial expenditure on education, 
which amounted to only about 
£1,700,000 during 1910. Latterly 
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the grant has been steadily increased 
and the present t of fifty lakhs 
towards. it, with the promise of 
larger contributions in the fature, 
was most happily conceived, as was 
‘also that part of the speech which 
refers to other local rights and 
privileges. Above all, the privilege 
granted to the officers and men of 
the Indian army to be eligible for 
the Victoria Cross is one which will 
be greatly treasored. 

The transfer of the administrative 
capital from Calcutta to Delhi was 
altogetber unexpected, and is one 
calculated to appeal directly to the 
sentiment of the people. No city 
in India, or for the matter of 
that, in the world, has more 
venerable associations extending 
over so vast an antiquity as Delbi. 
From the times of the Mababbara‘a 
3,500 years ago, up to the fall of 
the Mogal dynasty two centuries 
go, Delbi bas been the home ot 
sovereigns f India, and its magoi- 
ficence and splendours are writ 
large in the pages of ancient and 
modern history., It is ideally situa- 
ted for the capital of the country, 
and its traditions are sacred to 
Hinda and Mohammedan alike. 
The change should be approved 
in the country itself, and is one 
calculated to make the rale of the 
Sovereign a “living reality.” No 
small measure of sympathy will be 
extended to Calcutta, the city of 
Job Charnock, on the prospect of 
its losing the splendours of the 
Viceregal Court. But Calcutta 
will still maintain its pre-eminence 
as the chief port of the Indian 
Empire. It is the farthest point to 
which ocean-carriers can go on 
the East coast, and as the country 
around is the most thickly populated 
in India, it will continfe to be the 
chief distributing centre, catering 
to the needs of over a hundred 
millions of people, Two great in- 
dastries, jute and coal, which aro 
capable of immense development, 
are in Bengal, and grouped about 
Calcutta. Dacca, the capital of 
East Bengal and Assam, threatened 
to grow into a powerful rival to 
Calcutta, and would have taken 
away anot a little of the trade and 
prominence of Calcntts, if the pre- 
sent arrangement bad been allowed 
to continue. But Delhi would be 
nowhere near Dacca as a rival to 
Calcatta. What Calcutta loses in 
splendour it should now make up 
in commerce, by devoting its 
attention to trade, uotrammeled by 
politics, These acts of Imperial 
consideration will show the Indian 
people how near their interests lie 
to King George’s heart, and how 
closely the peace, welfare and con- 
teatment of India is bound up with 
that of the British Empire.

London, Dee. 7.

civil officials. ‘The native princes 
wore gorgeous robes and jewels. 
‘The state heralds and trampeters 
preceded his Majesty, who rode on 
horseback, a solitary and kingly’ 
figure, and entered the gate of 
Delhi to receive a whole-hearted 
welcome from great crowds. 

Queen ho wore white 
satin, drove ina inge i

with troops, amid white domes and 
gilded minarets with everywhere 
superb oriental colouring. Their 
Majesties received a memorable 
ovation on the way to the royal 
quarters, where they held a recep- 
tion of 200 guests representative 
of British India.—Reuter.

CHIEFS RECEIVED. 
Bonbay, Dec. 10.

Since his arrival King George 
has received in great state a bundred 
princes separately and there has 
been an investiture of ten. The 
chiefs are much gratified with the 
special honours paid them.

THE ALL INDIA MEMORIAL. 

Their Majesties on Friday laid 
the stone pedestal of the All India 
King Edward VII Memorial on 
which s colossal statue will be 
erected, on the maidan (open 
ground) in front of the Juma- 
musjid (Mohammedan church). 
The ceremony was performed in 
the presence of a vast multitude of 
people and a salute of 101 guns 
was fired from the fort. 

THE KING'S CUP. 

In the evening His Majesty at- 
tended the final football match in 
the King’s Cup competition, when 
the Lancashire Fusiliers defeated 
the Border Regiment by one goal 
to nil. 

SUNDAY IN DELHI,

THE PROCESSION. 

Their Msjesties the King and 
Queen were everywhere greoted 
with tempestuous shouts of loyalty 
and joy. They rode in a State 
carriage for a distance of three 
miles, the procession being dazzling 
with its colour. They then proceed- 
ed half-way round the enormous 
amphitheatre, where they received 
the spontaneous homage of a 
hundred-thousand subjects and 
twenty-thousand troops. 

THE HOMAGE OF HIS 
SUBJECTS. 

Their Majesties when they ar- 
rived at the Darbar Sbamiana 
(tent), wore received by the Viceroy 
of India, Lord Hardinge, and the 
native Princes. ‘They then took 
their seats. The King was wearing 
Imperial purple, his Crown, the 
collars of the Order of the Garter 
and the Order of the Star of India. 
The Queen wore her Coronation 
robe, with the Star of the Order of 
the Star-of India in front of her 
dress, the Coronation jewels, dia- 
monds and emeralds, 

There was a great rolling of 
drama when His Majesty rose and 
delivered his opening speech. Af- 
ter ho had concluded the speech, 
the Viceroy, Indian Princes and 
the citizens paid homage to Their 








esday that there will be 
administrative reform affecting the 
whole of India, thus giving the 
visit an importance altogether un- 
equalled. He will also announce 
the granting of higher commissions

PRESENTATION OF COLOURS 

London, Dec. 12. 

Telegrams from Delhi state that 
the King has presented new colours 
to seven British and two Indian 
regiments. The regiments were 
drawn up on the Polo Ground, 
banks round being thronged with 
princes, officials, and civilians, An- 
other brilliant scene of colour was 
presented by the scarlet-clad in- 
fantry and the highlanders. 

His Majesty rode a obarger in 
the royal procession and wore 
Field-Marshal’s uniform, while the’ 
Queen occupied a carriage. They 
received a great ovation. 

‘The ceremony was most impres- 
sive, and concluded with the 
National Anthem and cheers from 
the troops, with their helmets raised 
on their bayonets.—Reuter.

THE OLIMAX OF A GREAT 
DAY. 


This picturesque ceremony con- 
cluded by Their Majesties proceed~ 
ing in ‘procession to the Royal 
Pavilion. They ascended the steps 
and stood in front of the Thrones 
before the assembled people. This 
was the climax of the great day. 
‘The King commanded the Viceroy 
to come to the front of the Throne 
and announce the grants and con- 
cessions which the King had been 
pleased to bestow. The final scene 
was the procession of Their Majes- 
ties round the second half of the 
amphitheatre, when there wore 
renewed ovations, after which they 
returned to the Royal tent. 
NEW SEAT OF GOVERNMENT. 
At the conclusion of the Durbar 
the King announced the transfor 
of the seat of the Govern- 
ment from Calcutta to Delhi, the 
establishment of a Governorship of 
Bengal with 2 new Lieutenant- 
Governorship for Bebar Chota Nag- 
pur and Orissa, and a Chief Com- 
missionership of

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HANDSOME GRANTS. 

The Viveroy, in announcing the 
grants made, said that the Govern- 
ment would devote immediately 
fifty lakhs to popular education, 
and farther grants would be made 
in future on a generous scale. 
Henceforth the officers and men 
of the Indian Army would be 
‘eligible for the Victoria Cross. 
fortnight’s pay would be given to 
the soldiers and marines. Lord 
Hardinge also proclaimed various 
‘grants of a local cbaracter and the 
olease of certain prisoners, while, 
ho said, small debtors would be 
discharged and their debts paid. 

GREAT EXCITEMENT IN 

DELHL. 

Delhi is in a fever of excitement 
‘over the transference of the capital 
to that city. Tho native Princes 
are apparently delighted. It is 
estimated that the transference will 
cost £4,000,000, but much of the 
expenditure on the Darbar will be 
cusefal in this connexion.—Reuter. 

THE PEOPLE'S DAY. 
Bombay, Dee. 13.

THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 
London, Dee. 13. 

In the House of Lords, Lord 
Morley, amid cheers, read the’ 
King’s transference announcement. 

Lord Lansdowne affirmed that: 
the changes were of a momentous 
character. He deprecated discussion 
of them at present. He laid em- 
phasis on the fact that by making 
Delhi the capital traditions were 
being uprooted, and on the abrupt 
reversal of Lord Curzon’s policy 
by the creation of a great Bengali 

rovince of forty millions of people. 
This would cause great elation and 
disappointment, the highest 
fopes and serious mortification. The 
word of an Emperor once passed 
was irrevocable. They must, there 
fore, defer a discussion. 

Lord Macdonnell wholly approv- 
ed of the changes. 

Lord Curzon, speaking with 
‘emotion, said that the changes were 
40 startling and tremendous and so 
abrapt a departure from the accep- 
ted policy, that they demanded the 
closest scrutiny.

THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

In the House of Commons, Mr. 
Asquith, amid cheers, communicated 
the text of the King’s announce- 
ment at the Delhi Durbar. 

Mr. Bonar Law said that he 
considered that the announcement 
contained changes of the utmost 
gravity in the Government of 
He was sure that Mr. 
Asquith was the first to recognize 
that they onght to be discussed, but 
he had doubts, bow 
whether such ¢ discu 
would be of public advantage be- 
cause his Majesty was in India. 
It would be very undesirable that 
there should be any discussion that 
even seemed to criticize His 
Majesty’s personal act. 

Mr. Asquith agreed as to the 
necessity of a discussion, bat said 
that it would be undesirable until 
members bad been given an ample 
opportunity of reading the docu- 
ment and of considering all the 
arguments it contained, and parti- 
calarly while His Majesty was 
absent.

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A NEW PERPLEXITY. 
Dee. 9. 


Tus reply from Yuan Shib-kai 
to Mr. B.S. Little’s Inst telegram 
which we reproduce to-day, follow- 
ing so closely upon the concise 
account given by our Waucbaog 
correspondent yesterday of the re- 
volutionary attitude in that centre, 
is calculated to produce a feeling 
of complete bewilderment. Yes- 
terday morning there would have 
seemed to be some reasonable 
prospect of » settlement. We may 
or may not believe in the wisdom 
of the position to which General 
Li and his fellows have committed 
themselves. But it was at any 
rate clearly defined ; it provided a 
recognizable basis for argument ; 
above all it appeared to be a united 
expression of opinion, the first 
really representative utterance from 
the chief centres of revolt. There 
can, we believe, be no possible mis- 
take about the telegram ; indeed for 
more reasons than one it may be 
regarded as an official pronoance- 
ment emanating from the head- 
juarters of the revolution. It is, 

en, almost incredible, in view of 














the “general complexion of the 
negotiations promoted by Mr. 
Little, that there is not the faintest 





reference in Yuan Shib-kai’s tele- 
gram toany discussion at Wachang, 
albeit a Peking message of yester- 
day’s issue asserts that Tang Shao- 
yihas actually loft the Capital to 
partake in the debate. It is possible 
that the mention of Yuan Shib- 
kai’s name in the Wuchang pro- 
nouncement, as one conceivably 
acceptable to the country as @ 
constitutional raler, was deliberate- 
ly planned in order to discredit him 
in the eyes of the Manchus and 
thus to force him to change sides 
or run the risk of being thrown 
over by the Imperialists, The mere 
fact, it might be argued, that Yuan 
Shib-kai has granted a truce and 
opened negotiations would arouse 
suspicion in the Manchu camp 
which must be intensified » bhun- 
dred-fold by any suggestion that 
he would be received, with regal 
konours, by the Southern party. 
Such a device, if true, is worthy 
of Chinese ingenuity Bat it 
is still difficult to explain why 
Dr. Wa Ting-fang and his col- 
leagues in Shanghai adhere abso- 
lntely to their statement that no 
negotiations are to be regarded as, 
official except such as may take 
place in Shanghai, and that General 
Li bas no authority to treat 
and no statas beyond that which 
was assigned to him in the scheme 
of Provisional Government drawn 
up in Shanghai a few days ago. 








To turn from these contradictions 
and perplexities to the general 
situation, it would seem to be quite 
clear that the abdication of Prince 
Chon has not affected the revolution- 
aries’ attitude in the slightest 
degree. Judging ‘by the historic 
experience of Chinese diplomacy, 
we should be inclined to think that 
the Regent’s self-obliteration had 
merely stiffened the contumacy of 
i@ opponents. At any rate wo 
may feel that it is not a question of 
whether Manchus or Chinese are’ 
guardians of the Emperor, or 
whetber the Empress-Dowager’s 
ceren:onial rights imply the reality, 
or only the figment, of power. 
It is simply and solely s ques- 
tion of the Manchu name. The 
fact that the Emperor bim- 
self barely knows his right hand 
from his left, if be knows even 80) 
much, and that before he ‘can 
pretend to understand the fend 
between Manchus and Chinese, he 
may have been removed from 
Manchu surroundings, weaned from 
Manchu infloences, bound in an 
extricable mesh of purely Chi- 
nese officialdom, all this counts for 
absolutely nothing with the powers 
that be in South China as compared 
with the hateful fact of the helpless 

















infant’s Manobu birth and Mancha 
name. Secondly, apart altogether 
from the hypothesis suggested 


above, there is no small reason 
to doubt whether the revolutionary 
leaders are quite sincere even in 
the small amount of negotiation 
to which they have yet consent- 
ed. To say this is not by any means 
to speak with blame. Accepting 
their point of view, we may admit 
that any stratagem which they choose 
to adopt is perfectly fair. But the fall 
story of these six days of truce has 
yet tobe told. Supposing, after all, 
it be shown that General Li merely 
accepted the respite for as long as 
might be necessary for the arrival 
of those large reinforcements, from 
Nanking and elsewhere, the whole 
complexion of the negotiations 
takes on a different hue, ominous 
indeed for any prospects of reason- 
able discussion. Finally, there 
may be noted a growing tendency 
towards self-assertiveness on the 
part of Canton. Hitherto that 
traditional centre of revolt has been 
somewhat left out of count in the 
computation of the movements of 
central Chins. Bat it is becoming 
increasingly clear that Canton 
bas no intention of being over- 
looked. Apart from natural pri 

she is the one centre of revolution 
where a little ready money is still 
to be found ; and that fact certainly 
puts her in a strong position from 
which to dictate a policy to her 
colleagues of the centre and south. 





This factor alone is possibly the 
most important of all in the esti- 
mate of recent developments, in 
that it tends not only to accentuate 
the cleavage between South and 
North, but to foment fresh possibi- 
lities of dissension within the re- 
volutionary party. For the moment 
there appears to be unanimity at 
Wuchang. But what can bo 
thought of the real relationships 
between Wuchang and Shanghai? 
Does General Li, who, it must be 
remembered, has borne the brant 
of responsibility and done the real 
work of the revolution, traly 
acquiesce in being superseded by 
one hitherto his subordinate? There 
may well be deep-laid schemes on 
the republican side of which the 
outer world has not an inkling. 
But the appointment of General 
Huang as commander-in-chief of 
the army hasan awkward sound. If 
such « thing as this can happen at 
the end of two months, what may 
not happen at the ead of four, 
especially when is added to the 
political cauldron the exceedingly 

xplosive ingredient of Cantonese 
pride and energy? At present 
we are told from several sources, 
that the revolutionaries are pro- 
paring to advance upon Peking. 
Whatever may be the outoome of 
that attempt, one thing is certain, 
that it will increase the burden of 
universal want, and stimulate the 
growing appetite of the countryside 
for looting and dacoity : for surely 
when the republican army gathers 
to march upon the capital there 
will be no troops to spare for police 
work. Is this indeed patriotism, 
that the men who have raised the 
standard of revolt on behalf of 
China should none the less con- 
demn China to months, it may be 
years, of beggary and suffering ? 











Even were the Court to fly to 
Jehol to-morrow, it must be many 
weeks before the damage already 
wrought by revolution can be re~ 
paired. Yet the revolution must 
go on, not because there is any- 
thing more practical now to be 
gained than can be had for the 
‘asking, but because the fever of 
ambition has seized upon men’s 
minds, and there is no source of 
‘cool reason left at which it can be 
quenched. There is no fair-minded 
man Chinese or foreign but has 
sympathized with the gallant as- 
sault upon Manchu tyranny and 
corraption. But that sympathy 
has already undergone a chil- 
ling process and the days may 
not be far off when it will be found 
that those who now profess to 
speak for China are as little in tune 
with the true spirit and desire of 
China as was ever the power that 
they have overthrown. 
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RUSSIA AND THE 


DARDANELLES. 
Dec. 11. 

Ar first sight it is not altogether 
easy to discover the precise signifi- 
cance of the proposals which have 
been made to the Porte by Russia. 
Aécording to the latest telegrams 
M. Sassonoff, the Russian Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, has stated in an 
interview that no formal demands 
ave been made. He did not 
however, deny that “conversations” 
have actually taken place, but stated 
that they had been bronght about 
by the fear that the laying of mines 
by Tarkey might have an injurious 
effect upon commerce ia the Sea of 
Marmora and the Black Sea. 
“Conversations” have in the past 
few years acquired a dangerous 
popularity in international diplo- 
matic circles, dangerous because 
the air of secrecy with which 
they are conducted and the mis- 
leading reports, which are the 
inevitable outcome, naturally inspire 
a suspicion for which the actual 
negotiations may provide little 
jostification. M. Sassonoff, it may 
be noted, has expressed himself 
only as to the causeof the discussions, 
not as to their object. And, unless 
doubt is to be cast upon the 
authenticity of a previous message, 
the connexion between cause and 
possible effect will be regarded with 
interest, not to say anxiety, not only 
at Constantinople, but by the 
Powers of Burope at large. Russia, 
it is stated, is asking the Porte to 
open the Dardanelles to Russian 
men-of-war, and has suggested a 
“direct understanding,” the terms 
of which should be communicated 
to the Powers only after a settle- 
ment has been effected. In Con- 
stantinople the opinion is held that 
the Porte will decline to entertain 
the proposal singly, in view of the 
international character of the 
treaties regulating the passage of 
the straits. On the face of it, it 
can hardly be argued that the 
passage of Russian men-of-war 
through straits carefully defended 
by mines would be likely to condace 
to the safety of commerce or of the 
men-of-war themselves ; while if 
such passage is intended as a 
preventive measure, it may be 
suggested that other methods of 
inducing Turkey to alter her plans 
might be found less fruitfal of 
international complications. 

That any proposal of alteration 
in the status quo of the Dardanelles 
would be productive of such com- 
plications is certainly suggested by 
the previous political history of the 
straits. The fortifications of the 
Dardanelles have recently become 


























an object of interest and 
tion in view of the possibility of 
an Italian fleet endeavouring to 
force a passage with a view to 
dictating terms of peace in Con- 
stantinople. But the strategic im- 
portance of these narrow inland 
waters, some three or four miles 
wide and forty-seven miles long, 
was understood long before modern 
artillery, defence works and sub- 
marine mines bad made the position 
potentially impregnable. Whether 
this would prove the oase in prac- 
tice only an actual war test could 
determine, for the strength or 
weakness of the Turkish defences 
is a carefully guarded secret. The 
straits have never been passed in 
open warfare, the last occasion on 
which a foreign fleet entered being 
in 1878 when, at the close of the 
British squa- 
dron steamed up to Constantinople 
‘without ary attempt being made at 
‘active resistance. International un- 
derstandings have, in the past, 
rendered unnecessary any trial of 
the capabilities of the six forts 
two at the entrance, the rest half 
way through the straits—by which 
the ‘way to Constantinople is 
defended. The Dardanelles were 
first closed by the Turks against 
the Republic of Venice and the 
Knights of St. John. Before the 
close of the sixteenth century, how- 
ever, trading rights, previously 
granted to France and Venice, 
were conceded to England. But 
the right of passage to foreign 
men-of-war was never admitted. 
In the Treaty of London of 1881 
the Sultan declared his adherence 
to that role, and England, Austria, 
Prassia and Russia agreed to re- 
spect this determination. It is thie 
agreement that is now, apparently, 
in danger of violation, while tho 
seriousness of the situation is in no 
way lessened by any decrease of 
interest in the question on the part 
of the sigaatory Powers, but rather 
the reverse. 

Io respect of this Treaty Russia 
has always been in a special posi- 
tion, owing to her interest in the 
Black Sea, and in consideration 
thereof she has enjoyed special 

rivileges. But these privileges 
ave been held under certain 
restrictions to which Russia, in 
virtue of the sovereign rights of 
Turkey, has hitherto raised no 
objection. But a question arose at! 
the Congress of Berlin which is 
likely to be in dispute once again 
in the near future. At the Con- 
gress Lord Salisbury expressed the 
opinion that the rights of the 
Saltan were reserved by him and 
that the policy of the Powers in 
1881 had been one of acyniescence.. 
‘That is tosay, be maintained that 
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the Sultan, if he chose to forgo his 
rights, was at perfect liberty to do 
so. Strangely enough, in view of 
the present situation, opposition to 
that view came from Ra: The 
then Foreiga Minister, Count 
Schuvaloff, argued that the straits 
were closed against foreign fleets 
in virtue of an international agree- 
ment by which the Sultan, no less 
than the other signatories, were 
bound. To-day, it appears, the 
situation is reversed. Russia is 
attempting to negotiate with Tarkey 
alone, while the Porte, inflaenced 
perbaps by motives of expediency 
as least as much as by those of 
legality, is reluctant to enter upon 
discussions without the participation 
of the Powers. The point was not 
ssttled at the tims, and the events 
of the last thirty years, unfor- 
tunately, do not suggest that its 
settlement would be less difficult 
to-day. The Powers, for the time 
being, appear disposed to permit 
the discussions to proceed, reserving 
the right to future participation 
should the course of events render 
such action desirable. In these 
circumstances the best thing that 
can happen would appear to be the 
indefinite postponement of tbe 
attemptto grapple with an obviously 
difficalt problem, Italy, by main- 
taining her determination to confine 
the war to its original scene can 
render the defence of the Dardanel- 
lea by mines unnecessary. Turkey, 
by studiously refraining from such 
methods of defence, can maintain 
her present position unimpaired 
and can meet the Rassian proposals 
with a diplomatic, but uncompro- 
mising, negative.

Amip mach conflict of interests 
and opinions, there remains one 
point of possible hopefulaess on 
which all emphasis should surely 
be laid. However divergent in 
other respects, and even it may be 
among themselves, on this all parties 
would seem to be agreed, namely 
that the time has come for negotia- 
ions. Grave as the situation un- 
doubtedly is, in some ways graver 
than it has ever been, there is room 
for hope when opponents can be 
brought to the desirability of 
putting up the sword, if obly for 
space, into the sheath, and of 
resorting toa frank discussion of 
differences.

At least there 
isa tacit admission that the war has 
gone far enough : and even if, as 
may indeed be the case, a settle- 
ment now is but the beginning of 
frech complications, administrative, 
social, economic, a space for re- 
flexion has been gained in which

It would not be by any means the 
first time in the history of re- 
lations that the extremists had 
succeeded in arrogating to them- 
selves the right to speak for the 
whole body, with disastrous con- 
sequences to their cause at some 
later period. What, moreover, is the 
position, now or in the republic to 
be, of the. agricultural and small 
commercial and industrial classes 
which make up four-fifths of all 
this vast nation? Is would be child- 
ish. to think of bestowing upon 
them universal suffrage. Whatever 
government arises would be to these 
bata change of masters, wherein the 
new would enter upon their duties 
under the tremendous disadvantage 
of the break-up of the whole system 
to which Chinese imagination in- 
sensibly adheres. Ancestor worship, 
sacrifice, the sense of contioui 
everything that belongs to the sen- 
timent and atmosphere of Chinese 
domestic life threatens to go down 
in the tremendous overthrow of 
the imperial idea. The break with 
the past is too enormous to be light- 
ly contemplated. 

There remains the fear already 
hinted at if not openly expr 
that Yuan Shil endeavouring 
to detach General [i and his im- 
mediate followers from their al- 
legiance to the revolutionary cause. 
If that contingency is seriously to 
be considered, it is hardly a com- 
pliment to General Li’s loyalty. 
Even as matters stand, it must ap- 
pear to the outside world that Gen- 
eral Li has not been very fairly 
treated. We do not say that 
without him the revolution might 
never have succeeded. But as- 
saredly he bas been the very. pillar 
of the cause, and for all the reward 
that is given him, he 
a subordinate position in favour of 
one of his own subordinates, and 
has been denied the right to speak in 
the republican name. It is scarcely 
to be sap) from General Li's 
career that he would break with the 
party at large. But assuredly the 
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attitude of bis colleagues elsewhere 
would seem at present to be the one 
best calculated to induce him to 
take such a step. These are some 
of the dangers of the present sitaa- 
tion: there is yet another namely 
that, far off indeed as we hope 
and’ trust such a development 
to be, the present deadlock may 
revive the talk of some form of 
foreign intervention. To say this, 
is not to threaten. The consequen- 
‘ces of any kind of interference from 
without are too obvious, too dan- 
gerons, to be lightly accepted. That 
at least is clear in Sbangbai. But 
when both parties have been brought 
so far as they now bave, there is at 








least @ strong temptation to those 
more remote and therefore less per- 
fectly acquainted with the temper of 
Southern China to try to bring them 
‘a little farther. Fortunately, in view 
of the determined neutrality of the 
Powers, nothing but the most 
violent explosion in China could 
make that temptation irresistible. 
Bat in the meantime it is only fair 
that the revolutionaries should ask 
themselves whether after al) they 
may not be disputing about shadows, 
a difference of terms with practic l- 
ly no difference of meaning. They 
have gained the admiration of the 
world for the justice of their cause 
ion of their attitude. 
ely won if the latter 
can be maintained. We cannot 
believe that men who have acted 
thas will throw sway the fruits of 
success when peace with honour 
and emolament would seem to be 
within their grasp. 











THE CORONATION 
DURBAR. 

. Dee. 13. 
What was unquestionably in some 
ways the greatest Darbar that has 
ever been seen in India was held 
yesterday by his Majesty the King. 
For the first time in the history of 
the world a British Sovereign stood 
hefore his Indian subjects in their 
native land and was acclaimed Em- 
peror. The gorgeous richness of an 
Oriental Court, blended with the 
dignity of British Majesty, pro- 
sented a spectacle of unprecedented 
grandeur. Dethi, the city that 
tained its greatest glory as the capi- 
tal of the Mogul Empire after the 
seat of government of that empire 
had, been transferred thither from 
37 by Shih Jahin, was 
fitting site for such a spectacle. 
and at the mere mention of its name 
ions spring up that will 








live for ever in history. On Friday 
last, King laid the 
stone is to bear 
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Edward VIT in front of the great 
mosque Jamaimasjid, 2 place of 
worship built by Shih Jahin, who 
also constructed the fortifications 
and built the city. The King has 
been thus reminded everywhere of 
events in history by the marks that 
they have left. Happily, these 
marks are not always 30 con- 
spieuous to the eye, and in no case 
so terrible to memory, as those that 
bear testimony to the great siege of 
1857. Yesterday, Delhi presented 
the spectacle of a prosperous com- 
mercial town which for the moment 
has become the centre of the uni- 
verse so far as Indians and Anglo- 
Indians were concerned. One 
thought dominated the mind and 
‘one purpose inspired the ceremonies 
of the day, to pay a fitting tribute 
to the King-Emperor and with all 
sincerity. On this great occasion the 
tramp of armed men was again 
heard in the streets of Delhi, again 
the populace listened to the deep 
throated booming of guns. But in 
place of tho terror which those 
sounds once evoked, the sentiment 
now aroused was one of loyalty 
and enthusiasm, for soldiers and 
cannonade alike were but fulfilling 
their réle in showing homage to 
‘one who, years before he became 
King, had (preg a firm place in 
the regard of the peoples of India, 

It was in the winter of 1905-6 
that the King, then Prince of 
Wales, spent four months in 
India. Prior to embarking for home 
at Karachi he declared that he left 
India with feelings of gratitude and 
affection and that “India is a 
living reality to us.” He had been 
profoundly touched with the 
enthusiasm of his weleome and the 
affection shown to him, The 
memory of that visit has not receded 
from his mind nof from that of the 
peoples of India, and the welcome 
to the King-Emperor has been even 
more general and enthusiastic than 
it was to the Prince of Wales. 
Impressions gained on the previous 
visit have enabled the King, with 
the aid of study and careful 
observation, to understand the 
problems of British administration 
with the personal perception that 
no previous occupant of the throne 
has been able to bring to bear upon 














them. By his visits to India, 
Australia, Canada and South 
Africa, he has gained am insight 


into the affairs of these portions of 
his Empire and a sense of perspec- 
tive which some of his Ministers 
may well envy. On more than one 
occasion of public stress, His 
Majesty has given evidence of a 
constant solicitude for the welfare 
of his subjects that could only have 
grown with personal interest in, 
and understanding of, them. His 


speeches have borne witness both 
to this and to a keen, practical 
intelligence without which no 
amount of mere sympathy might 
have availed for ak pel ap 
therefore not surprising to receive 
in a forecast of the speech that was to 
be delivered at Delhi an announce- 
ment of administrative reform 
affecting the whole of India and 
giving to the visit an importance 
altogether unequalled. Coupled 
with these reforms we are told to 
expect a measure for grantinghigher 
commissions in the Indian army to 
native officers, For several years 
past the Home and Indian Govern- 
ments have been following a policy 
of expansion of the principles that 
were recognized first in 1861 and 
again in 1892, namely that In- 
dians should be admitted to a lar- 
ger and more direct share in the 
government of their country and in 
all the affairs of that country. Not- 
withstanding unrest and outrage, 
the Home Government has steadily 
shaped its legislation with a view to 
the amelioration of the -conditions 
of government in India, culminating 
in the Indian Councils Bill, the 
frankest expression as yet enforced 
of the desire to extend constitutional 
rights to Indian peoples. 
But, while the institution of re- 
Ese government has been 
eld up as an ideal which time alone 
was needed to realize, the conditions 
hitherto would appear to have been 
not only unsuitable for such an in- 
stitution in India, but absolutely in- 
compatible with it. We have yet 
to learn the precise nature of the 
reforms that the King has announe- 
ed, but it is not improbable that 
they will give to the people a still 
larger share in the administration 
of their country, however much the 
conflict of interests and nationalities 
in India must require the subordin- 
ation of administrative antonomy to 
the decree of a supreme and inde- 
pendent executive. “With regard to 
the question of higher commissions 
for native officers, we must wait for 
the King’s speech before entering 
into the subject in detail, but it 
seems not unlikely that the change, 
if change is to be made, will follow 
the lines of the proposals made by 
Lord Kitchener before he left 
India. It will be remembered 
that the latter effected consider- 
able changes in the organization 
and training of the Indian Army, 
and as a result a General Staff has 
been formed this year. In addition, 
Lord Kitchener proposed that na- 
tive officers, having been trained at 
‘a College that would take the same 
place in India that Sandhurst 
does in England, should be seconded 
for service in any native regiment: 
and not in selected regiments as at 





present. His general purpose was 
to raise the standard of native 
officers, to attract a better class of 
men and to place them on a footing 
of more equality with the British 
officers. This gave rise to reports 
that there was a proposal on foot 
to reduce the number of British 
officers, and consequently the Gov- 
ernment has been charged with 
attempting to effect an economy 
that would deprive the Indian 
Army of its backbone. But what- 
ever the new arrangement may 

mean, it is quite clear that it will 


only be instituted with the support 
of the highest military authorities. 
There is every hope that the King 


has welded together himself and 
the vast majority of his subjects in 
India, so’ that they will at once 
realize the sincerity of his interest 
and affection and will feel more 
deeply than before that the “ Great 
White Emperor” is as much their 
Kingas he is the Monarch beloved 
by the people of Great Britain.

With a reasonable admixture of that 
spirit on both sides, there should, we 
trust, he no room to despair of the 
outcome of the approaching debate. 
When both parties are at one on the 
vital importance of stopping the war, 
it will be hard indeed if they cannot 
find a ground of agreement in other 
matters. 

With the world at large and 
with foreigners resident in China 
in particular, there is hut the one 
wish, that the ra of calm discussion 
now happily inaugurated may re= 
sult in the lasting yood of Chin: 
This from the first has heen their 
attitude and— wild, unwelcome 
rumours — notwithstanding—it is 
their attitude still, From the 
beginning the revolution has heen 
recognized as China's quarrel, and

There is no 
donbt bat that if the troops remained 
loyal they could soon subdue the rebels, 
ts the latter are very poorly armed, 
and consist principally of the riff raff

CAPITAL. 
‘HE HISTORY OF THE 
CHANG! 


London, Dec. 13. 

“The Times” correspondent at 
Delhi states that although the an- 
nonncement of the transfer of the 
capital has not aroused universal 
enthusiasm it has had the one re- 
markable effect of impressing the 
natives of Indis with the power 
and attributes of the Crown.

The 
party landed after putting forth 
great efforts, the Princesses in their 
nightdresses and coats, and strag- 
gled up the rocks in torrents of 
rain. The lighthouse was four 
miles distant.

Established ss it was as 
‘© Chinese Court, it was rapidly in the 
process of becoming « foreiga Court in 
the popalar ime, ym, Tt was rea 
sovable to reform the Conrt along 
lives that bad beea adopted so far as 
police and criminal matiers were con- 
cerned, bat the Chinese civil cases were 
within the expl cic jariedicuoa of the 
Chinese Conrt, aod had nothing t» do 
wiih foreign trade, He migit describe 
them as domestic qnarrels, which in 
honour to the hoasehold they must 
settle themselves. By this proposal of 
tbe Consolar Body, the sacred enclo- 
sures of the treaties had been broken, 
bat at the same time the invader bad bis 
bands tied down.
